DESCRIBED TO

Thomas, one of the few persons in 


the tJ. S. to speak Japanese, dis- 
played Japanese clothing and writ- 
ing and counting devices and then 
showed a number of colored pic- 
tures taken by him hi Japan. 


The Japanese have many peculiar 


ideas 
about 
clothing, 
Thomas 


pointed out. One of the details of Ja- 
panese dress is that all sleeves are 
square. Two reasons call for the 
square sleeves, he added. The first 
is that they are simpler to make 
and the second is that the Japanese 
do not hang clothes on a wash 
line with phis. Instead they place 
bamboo poles through the sleeves 
of the garments and then hang the 
poles on pegs placed in posts. 


Sober Costumes 


Men in Japan wear very sober 


costumes of two colors, a greyish 
black and a brown that is so dark 
it looks like black, Thomas explain- 
ed. Each garment worn must show, 
so the black hem of an undershirt 
must show at the opening about 
the throat of the kimona. He dis- 
played the common everyday dress, 
of undershirt, which is topped off 
with a small cord of white which 
ties the coat. The small white cord, 
Thomas said, is almost too decora- 
tive for a man to wear—according 
to Japanese ideas. 


He displayed a Japanese writing 


kit, in which ink is dipped into a 
mall amount of water and then 
rubbed out on a stone. A brush is 
used to make the Chinese charac- 
,ers used by the Japanese for their 
writing. They also have a white ink 
or "erasing" mistakes on the black 
characters.

1. Spare stamp No. 12 in ration 


books may be used for 10 pounds 
of sugar immediately rather than on 
June 1 as previously announced. 


2. A new rationing stamp good 


for 10 pounds will be validated not 
later than August 1, and 


3. If the sugar picture continues to 


improve the individual consumer can 
get more sugar than the 35 pounds 
previously allotted him for 1947. 


The department's action yesterday 


assures consumers the full 35 pounds 
of sugar promised under the 194T 
Sugar Control Extension Act and 
makes it available by August 1. 


Spare stamp No. 53 good for five 


pounds expired March 31; spare 
stamp No. 11 was validated for 10 
pounds and is good until October 
31; spare stamp No. 12 will expire

Plan Detours For 


Lincoln Highway 


The Lincoln highway between 


Chambersburg and Fayetteville will 
be closed Friday and remain shut to 
traffic until October 15, the Highway 
Department announced Monday. 


Two detours are being established 


to handle traffic on the east-west 
road. The eastbound detour will go 
through Duffleld, and Is eight miles 
in length. The westbound traffic de- 
tour through Scotland Js 11 miles 
long. Both detours arc over paved 
roads. 


—Twenty-two operators of the in- 
famous Nazi concentration camp at 
Mauthausen were hanged today, 
with 27 others scheduled to follow 
them to the gallows tomorrow in 
the biggest mass executions of war 
criminals yet carried out by any 
a,llled power. 


All were convicted by an American 


war crimes court of murders and 
atrocities against inmates at the 
big camp near Linz, at which more 
than 700,000 Nazi victims allegedly 
were exterminated during the war. 


On two gallows in the yard of 


La.ndsberg prison, where Adolf Hit- 
ler was once incarcerated, three U. S. 
army 
executioners 
dropped 
the 


first 22 of the 49 doomed camp op- 
erators to their death In two hours 
and 37 minutes. 


A muscular Austrian snapped the 


cords binding his wrists as he 
plunged the trap and grabbed the 
rope above his head. Kicking and 
struggling violently, he managed to 
forestall death for 18 minutes. 


All of the doomed walked firmly 


to their deaths and spoke a few 
calm words of farewell. The Army 


withheld, worked swiftly, dropping 
the noose over the head of one man 
as his predecessor still dangled from 
the other gallows. 


Of 61 Mauthausen guards, doctors 


and administrators convicted 
at 


Da.chau a year ago, 58 originally 
were sentenced -o die and three were 
sentenced to life imprisonment, but 
nine death sentences later were com- 
muted to life imprisonment. 


The convicts included Austrians, 


Czechs, Hungarians and Yugoslavs 
as well as Germans. Most were 
members of the SS Elite Guard. 
Their ages ranged from 22 to 63. 


The court which convicted them 


ruled that they had written an "ir- 
refutable record of death by shoot- 
ing, gassing, hanging and regulated 
starvation" at Mauthausen and held 
every camp official to be-"culpably 
criminally responsible." 


Among the thousands of victims 


at the Infamous camp was Joseph 
Morton, Associated Press corres- 
pondent captured by the Germans 
while trying to reach anti-Nazi 
forces in Slovakia to obtain a news 
story.

Amos was 
the champion of the oppressed and 
out of his struggle for social justice 
grew the need for humane laws. 
^Several other enduring contribu- 
tions are the knowledge that na- 
tional strength is linked with God 
an'd dependent upon obedience to 
His laws; the importance of having 
centers of worship such as the tem- 
ple erected at Jerusalem; the ne- 
cessity for observing not just the 
forms of worship but the spirit of 
worship. Many of the kings con- 
ducted the ritual of Jehovah wor- 
ship and at the same time erected 
altars and worshipped idols. 


Prophetic Literature 


One of the lasting contributions 


of the Hebrew nation was the pro- 
phetic literature which composes the 
last 17 books of the Old Testament. 
The prophets belong to the days 
of the Fall, the Destruction, and 
the Captivity. The whole period cov- 
ered by the.prophets was about 400 
years from 800 B. C. to 400 B. C., 
the central event being the de- 
struction of Jerusalem. The Apostasy 
of the Ten Tribes and the establish- 
ing of Calf Worship by Jeroboam 
brought the work of the prophets 
into activity. 


The rnessagegs of the prophets are 


as pertinent to our national ife to- 
day as they—were in the dark days 
of Israel. Thirteen of the seven- 
teen prophets were connected with 
the destruction; first trying to save 
the nation from idolatry; later ptre- 
dicting the nation's fall. The books 
of Isaiah, Jeremiah, and Ezekiel are 
the longest. These, with Daniel, 
were the major prophets. Trtere 
are more quotation"; frorn Tsaiab, in 
the New Testament than from any 
other prophet. However, one of the 
gems of our prophetic lierature is 
the verse from Micah in today's les- 
son which seems to sum up all the 
prophecies and express the heart of 
religion: "He hath showed thee, O 
man, what is good; and what doth 
the Lord require of thee, but to do 
justly, and to love mercy, and to 
walk humbly with thy God!" 


divine judgment on the people of 
Israel was fulfilled after 'a century 
of prophecy. 


After the two Hebrew kingdoms 


perished the people lost forever 
the independence they craved. For 
fifty years they were practically ob- 
literated as a nation. Although ex- 
iled in Assyria and Babylonia God 
preserved a remnant of this nation 
through which He brought His Son, 
Jesus Christ, to bring all nations of 
the earth to know and worship God. 


'We owe a great debt of gratitude 


to the ancient prophets and kings 
of- Israel who molded, enlarged and 
strove so desperately to preserve the 
nation. They learned by bitter ex- 
perience some fundamental relig- 
ious truths. These truths are our 
heritage—rich 
contributions 
for 


righteous living. 


Requirements of God 


The verse of the Psalmist in the 


text "Thy word is a lamp unto my 
feet, and a light unto my path" in- 
dicates that knowledge of the writ- 
ten word is necessary for a full 
Christian life. Without this "light" 
we will be in spiritual darkness. It 
is God's inspired message to the 
human heart. 


Another requirement of God ac- 


cording to the. passage from Isaiah 
is the exaltation of God and His 
universality. He is the God of aS 
nations and His, laws must dominate 
the world. Through obedience to 
God will come universal peace when 
"Nation shall not lift up sword 
against nation, neither shall they 
learn war anymore." We must ac- 
knowledge His judgments as the 
Israelites did. Their kingdoms fell, 
Jerusalem was destroyed. After their 
captivity they never practiced idol- 
atry again. They were cured. 


Micari lays down specific require- 


ments of justice, mercy and humil- 
ity. God still requires these things of 
His followers. In praise and thanks 
—giving we should endeavor to meet 
His requirements. 


Great Legacies From the Nation 
The greatest legacy received from 


,the history of the Hebrews is the 
knowledge that there is only one 
true God and we should worship Him 
"in spirit and in truth." God is Just 
and holy and .rules heaven and 
earth in righteousness. He is also a 
loving and merciful God' or we 
would not be able to come to Him in 
trouble and doubt. Hezekiah sought 
Jehovah's help 
warded him by

There are no limits, to which the 


mind may give flight to its thoughts. 
Even where there is no freedom of 
speech, still the mind may have its 
own 
perfect play—and to 
any 


heights, and into any unrestricted 
directions. 


In Thoreau's Journal of 1851, on 


September 20, at 3 p. m., he wrote 
this: "The excursions of the imagi- 
nation are so boundless, the limits 
of towns so petty." In the great city 
you see examples aplenty of what 
man's imagination can do in con- 
struction and in the beautifying of 
a city, but in Thoreau's time there 
was little of this play indulged in 
on the scale that it is today. He 
referred, however, more to the flights 
of man's imagination, and of its 
use mentally and spiritually. 


The old Greek philosophers were 


not men of wealth, nor were they 
those who gloried in_the national 
pride of political gain. Their pride 


^ centered in a world of thoughts, 


where the mind took long journeys 
into the problems that 
effected 


human happiness 
and character 


growth. 


At no other place than in the 


"wide open spaces" of the earth, and 
deep in the mysteries of Nature, do 
thoughts germinate, soar and ma- 
ture. The greatest art is conceived, 
and worked out in silent places, or 
where its flight is unobstructed. 
There are too many distractions in 
the town or city, or where there are 
noise and confusion. The creative 
mind demands quiet and space in 
which to put together its precious 
elements. 


Montaigne retired to his '"castle" 


that he might give wide rein to his 
thoughts, among his books, and 
while riding about his estate. There 
it was that he wrote one of the 
most famous of all books today, his 
essays. In fact he was the forerun- 
ner of all essayists. 


In all creative thinking "a margin 


of leisure" is essential to make well 
composed words stand out virile and 
inviting. In Nature alone is this mar- 
gin the most pronounced. There it 
is that harmony most prevails, and 
from no library, no matter how 
great, is there so much scattered 
information, ready for 
grasping. 


There the mind can wander where 
it will, or concentrate where it will.

isan bill designed by one of its spon- 
sors to "stop the racket of selling 
new automobiles at preposterous 
prices" went before a Senate com- 
mittee today for preliminary study. 


Sen. Hv Jerome Jaspan (D-Phila) 


gave that as the purpose of a meas- 
ure which he sponsored last night 
jointly with Sen. Weldon B. Hey- 
burn (R-Delaware). 


The measure, drafted by the State 


Department of Justice, would ban 
sales of new automobiles by dealers 
for more than the retail price estab- 
lished by the manufacturer. 


Jaspan previously had submitted 


another bill on the same subject but 
said "the a.ttorney General's office 
thought that measure was a little 
too broad and has drawn up what I 
believe to be a fool-proof bill." 


Heavy Penalties 


The Jaspan-Heyburn bill declared 


in its preamble outlining the intent 
of the legislation that World War II 
and the sale of automobiles from the 
commonwealth 
"has created an 


acute shortage of such vehicles." 


The bill would prohibit the State 


Bureau of Motor Vehicles from rec- 
ognizing any transfer of a title cer- 
tificate until both the seller and 
purchaser file affidavits listing the 
price of the car figuring in the trans- 
action. 


Dealers making false records would 


face revocation of licenses while pen- 
alties up to $5,000 fine or a year in 
jail could also be imposed. Persons 
buying a new or used automobile 
"in good faith» for his own use, and 
not for the purpose of re-sale" would 
be exempt from provisions of the 
proposed la.wr.

DEATH 


PENALTY IN USSR 


London, May 27 (fP)—A Moscow 


broadcast announcing abolition of 
the death penalty in the Soviet 
Union was acclaimed today by Rus- 
sian sources in London as evidence 
of an increased feeling of security 
within Russia and a sign that dras- 
tic measures were no longer neces- 
sary to preserve the state. 


The broadcast—recorded here last 


night by the Soviet monitor—said 
the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet 
had decided that the -death penalty 
was "no longer necessary under 
peacetime conditions in the Soviet 
Union" and that 25-year sentences 
in labor camps would be substituted. 


The Presidium is an executive and 


directive body which acts between 
sessions of Russia's parliament, the 
Supreme Council of the Union.

May 27 (ZIV--A bi-pa rt- 
isan bill designed by one of its spon­ 
sors to "stop the racket of selling

automobiles

prices" went before a Senate com­ 
mittee today for preliminary study. 
Sen. H Jerome Jaspan <D-Phila) 
gave that as the purpose of a meas­ 
ure which he sponsored last night 
jointly with Sen. Weldon B, Hey­ 
burn <R-Delaware>. 
Tile measure, drafted by the State 
Department of Justice, would ban 
sales of new automobiles by dealers 
for more than the retail price estab­ 
lished by the manufacturer. 
Jaspan previously had submitted 
another bill on the same subject but 
said "the attorney General’s office 
thought that measure was a little 
too broad and has drawn up what I 
believe to be a fool-proof bill." 
Heavy Penalties 
Tile Jaspan-Heyburn bill declared 
in its preamble outlining the intent 
of the legislation that World War II 
and the sale of automobiles from the 
commonwealth 
"has 
created

acute shortage of such vehicles." 
The bill would prohibit the State 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles from rec­ 
ognizing any transfer of a title cer­ 
tificate until both the seller and 
purchaser file affidavits listing the 
price of the car figuring in the trans­ 
action. 
Dealers making false records would 
face revocation of licenses while pen­ 
alties up to $5,000 Ane or a year in 
jail could also be imposed.

Plan Another Addition 


Even though the capacity of the 


hospital has been substantially in- 
creased by the completion of the 
Musselman 
annex, it has many 


further needs, some of them cumula- 
tive and incidental to the process of 
coordination of the new and old 
buildings. Others have their source 
in the greatly accelerated use of 
hospital services and the many new 
phases of medical science that have 
been introduced in recent years. 


The directors plan another wing 


for private and semi-private rooms 
and wards of modern specifications, 
comparable to those afforded in the 
Musselman annex. A children's ward 
and an isolation ward are also 
needed. These are a few of the needs. 


Altaougli no definite plans have 


been developed, preliminary studies 
indicate that the original hospital 
building will lend itself to conver- 
sion as a service and operating unit, 
upon the completion of a new wing 
on the north side.

TO ALL VETERANS 


We have been asked by the 


Veterans' Administration to tell 
all veterans, once more, that the 
last opportunity to reinstate GI 
insurance ends August 1. Under 
the present reinstatement re- 
quirements, term insurance can 
be reinstated with the payment 
of two monthly premiums with 
no medical examination, if the 
veteran's health is the same as 
when the policy lapsed. 
* * * 


Under a recent amendment to 


the Insurance Act of 1940, a vet- 
eran may now buy any of the 
seven plans, or he may reinstate 
his term and convert it into 
any of the six permanent types 
of policies. If the term insurance 
is reinstated, it can be converted 


, immediately or at any time 
within the term period into ordi- 
nary life, 20-payment life, 30- 
payment life, endowment at age 
60, or endowment at age-65. It 
can be converted as of the cur- 
rent attained age, or as of the 
original effective date, or any 
premium due-date in between 
by paying the reserve of the 
policy in cash. The usual non- 
forfeiture values are contained 
in each of the six permanent 
policies which include a cash 
value, loan value after one year, 
paid-up insurance, or extended 
insurance. This acts as a cushion 
to prevent loss in case at some 
future time the insured is com- 
pelled to stop paying premiums 
temporarily or permanently.

Each policy contains a waiver 


of premium clause which in the 
case of total disability of six 
months or more would entitle 
the veteran to stop paying pre- 
miums, and all premiums would 
be paid for life. Each veteran is 
hereby advised that if he has 
been awarded waiver of pre- 
mium, he has- the opportunity 
of converting immediately into 
20-payment 
life, 
30-payment 


life, or ordinary life. Under the 
recent amendment, where no 
action has been taken on the 
part of the veteran, it will be 
automatically

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Adams County Medical Society Is 74 Years Old; Organized With 7 Members 


36 Doctors Practicing In 
County When Organization 
Was Founded In June, 1873 
T 


HE Adams county Medical 
Society this year celebrated 
the 147th anniversary of the 
founding 
of 
the 
American 


Medical Association, of which it is 
a component part, and its own 74th 
anniversary. 


Members of the county society re- 


cently returned from Atlantic City 
where they met with representatives 
of county societies throughout the 
country. The AMA groups have a 
total membership of 135,000 phy- 
sicians. Less than 20.000 doctors are 
practicing today who are not mem- 
bers of the national association. 


There were 36 doctors in Adams 


county on June 14, 1873, when seven 
physicians decided to form an Ad- 
ams county medical society. At least 
that number signed the constitution 
to the organization shortly after that 
June 14 meeting. 


Dr A Holtz presided at the first 


meeting, held in Gettysburg. Drs 
Robert Horner, J. W. C. O'Neal, J. L 
Baehr, C. Thompson, W J. McClure 
and Robert B. TSlderdice were the 
other men present. 


Write Constitution 


The six members, not including 


the acting chairman, were appointed 
as a committee to write a constitu- 
tion and to secure other doctors as 
members. 


On June 23, 1873, they met once 


again. This time in addition to the 
original seven, Drs. J. P. Brenneman, 
W. C. Stem, E. W. Murnma, Charles 
Horner, R. N. Meisenhelder, F. C. 
Wolf and A._B. Dill were present 
The constitution was adopted and 
the following officers elected: 


President, Robert Horner; 
vice 


president. H. S. Huber; vice presi- 
dent, A. Holtz; recording secretary, 
R. B. ISIderdice, corresponding sec- 
retary, W. J. McClure and treas- 
urer, J. W. C. O'Neal. 


That group then decided to invite 


other doctors to join. When all had 
signed the constitution the signa-

Dr. J W. C. O'Neal, Gettysburg, 


was elected president of the re- 
juvenated society. Other officers in- 
cluded Dr. B. W. Cashman, York 
Springs, first vice president; Dr. J. L.

Dr. Henry Stewart, Get- 
tysburg, secretary; Dr. M. C. Trout, 
Fairfleld, treasurer and Dr. J. R

Wolff, Arendtsville, censors. This re- 
organization resulted in the forma- 
tion of the society which has been 
active from that date until the 
present time. 


Probe Varied Subjects 


The meetings were devoted pri- 


marily to scientific matters and the 
papers presented at the early meet- 
ings, according to the minutes, dealt 
with such subjects as "Tuberculosis," 
"Exophthalmic Goiter" and 'Tnjuues 
of the Elbow Joint Illustrated By 
Radiographs." Modern day phy- 
sicians glancing through the min- 
utes are interested to note that de- 
spite the fact X-ray was in its 
infancy at that time radiographs 
were part of a paper presented in 
this rural county. Other subjects in- 
cluded "Acute Articular Rheuma- 
tism," "Diagnosis and Treatment of 
Puerperal Sepsis," ' Treatment of 
Valvular Heart Disease," "Scarlatina 
and its Complications " 


"Cancer of the Lung" was dis-

Improve Medical Service 


Judging by the reports shown in 


fhe minutes of the meetings the 
years since the establishment of the 
hospital have shown great improve- 
ments m medicine. The hospital has 
provided improved medical seivice 
to both patients and physicians, 
with the records showing a great 
mass of equipment and techniques 
available through the hospital to 
the physicians which was not so 
easily available before establishment 
of the institution. The papers read 
at the meetings also show the de- 
velopment of new drugs and new 
techniques, 
new machineiy 
and 


equipment for use by the medical 
profession 


The records show that more and 


more interest has been taken by 01- 
ganized medicine in trie supervision 
of medical education practice, pub- 
lic health legislation and the eco- 
nomic side of medicine. The minutes 
also show the doctors as giving thei? 
unqualified support to such low cost 
hospital insurance as the Blue 
Cross, and their resistance to polit- 
ical control of medicine.

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History Of The C. H, Musselman Company, Of Biglerville, Gardners And Inwood

HIS is the story of"a commun- 
ity, it's people, and a very 
small canning business which 
rapidly grew until it now ranks 


at the top of an industry of great 
national prominence. 


It is best to first give a brief sum- 


mary of events which took place be- 
fore 1907 when C. H. Musselman 
came from New Holland, Pa., and 
took over the canning operations at 
Biglerville. 


jn 1905' Biglerville was a small 


"country village whose people were 
mostly retired farmers or men who 
worked on farms close to town. A 
brick yard owned by Amos Sillick 
and a planing mill operated by H," 
U. Walters were the only industries 
of the town. 


Good Fruit Land 


Fertile land lay in" the valleys of i 


the 
South Mountains 
and men 


learned that good fruit could be 
raised along the sunny hills. The 
big problem was to find some way 
to dispose of surplus 
perishable 


fruits and vegetables. 


A group of leading men of the 


community -met Apnl 20, 1905, and 
formed a cooperative organization 
named The Biglerville Canning Co. 
The purpose was to can fruits and 
vegetables produced on neighboring 
farms A charter was issued May 23, 
1905, with 12 charter members and 
nine directors. They decided to build 
up a capital stock of $15,000 with 150 
shares at $100 per share. Finally 141 
shares were sold to 94 stockholders. 


The land on which the plant 


buildings were erected was sold to 
the company for $1.00 (a donation) 
by John A. H. Rether. The cost of 
construction, including machinery, 
amounted to $13,866.39. Thomas W. 
Potter from Buffalo, N. Y., was 
hired as processor and superintend- 
ent and the products canned were 
tomatoes, corn and apples. Approxi- 
mately from 40 to 60 people were 
employed.

year of $450, .Dr. Bream said. Sal- 
aries 'will be the only item to re- 
flect changes, he said. If it operates 
with four teachers, the 
balance 


would be $2,600, and with three 
teachers, over $4,000. 


In the latter case, it would be 


necessary to send the seventh and 
eighth grades to York Springs and 
East Berlin, Dr. Bream added, but 
the $4,000 represents a balance after 
all tuition is paid. Recent legislation 
which provides reimbursement for 
elementary pupils operates heavily 
in favor of the Latimore district in 
this case, he said. 


The group voted, by a large ma- 


jority, to request the 
Latimon 


school board, which meets at Stat 
Road school tonight, to operate with 
three schools, upper, middle anc 
lower, retaining grades one through 
six in the local schools and trans- 
porting seventh and eighth grades 
to York Springs. 


Exchange Pupils 


Dr. Bream said the lower school 


would have to retain grades 1-6 
but the two upper schools could ex- 
change pupils, so that grades 1-3 
would be taught in one school and 
4-6 in the other. 


"The $4,000 saved under this plan 


represents 13 mills in the tax rate,' 
Dr. Bream said, "and can be used 
in the future when the state reim- 
bursement will not be sufficient to 
cover the increased cost of instruc- 
tion. It will avoid increasing the tax 
rate for several years."

RUSSIANS GIVE 
FAVORS TO REDS 


New York, May 27 
(fP)—General 


Clark, back from turope to become 
Sixth Army commander, on Sunday 
accused Russia of not cooperating 
in Austrian rehabilitation and said 
the Soviets fostered communism in 
then- zone by giving communists 
more food and higher wages. 


Clark, former comniander of the 


American forces in Austria, returned 
from Europe Friday. He spoke Sun- 
day night on a (CBS) radio pro- 
gram, "We the People." 


"As far as the attitude of the 


Austrian people is concerned, free 
elections held throughout the na- 
^tion resulted m an overwhelming 
"vote against Soviet influence," Clark 
said. 


Repeated Protests 


"But since the first election in 


the Soviet zone, extra food, higher 
wages, and better rations have been 
given to Austrian workers who join- 
ed the Communist party." 


The general said the U. S., Russia, 


France and Britain had agreed ther 
occupying armies "were not to sub- 
sist off the lario: 


"Despite my 
personal, repeated 


protest to the Soviet high commis- 
sioner, 
the

forces—contrary to their pledge- 
seized Austrian farm products and 
dvestock and other

Must Be Firm 


"These acts increased the burden 


of XJNRRA. and indirectly the burd- 
en of the American taxpayer who 
was the principal contributor to 
UNRRA. As a result, the Austrian 
people have existed on a starvation 
diet." 


The general said that his pro- 


tests over seizure of industries, fooii- 
stuffs and of the Danube river and 
its shipping facilities, in the Soviet 
zone, brought the Russian answer 
that "it's according to the Potsdam 
agreement." 


"I tell you definitely that it is 


not in accordance with our agree- 
ments," Clark declared.

Not so with farm land prices. Once 
they started to slide in 1920, they 
continued sliding into the depression 
years of the early 1930's.

Not only was the 70 per cent 


increase in farm land prices over 
1914 wiped out, but prices fell 27 
per cent below 1914. 


About 2,000,000 farmers lost their 


farms in this crash. They had gone 
heavily into debt to buy farm land 
while farm food prices had been 
good.

Washington, June 27 (W))—James 


A Farley said today president Roose- 
velt told him in mid-1939 he would 
not run for a third term—but,at 
the same time turned thumbs down 
on other prospective Democratic 
nominees 


Farley said Roosevelt e^piessed a 


desire for a nominee who would con- 
tinue "My policies" but not be a 
"Yes Man" and told -the then na- 
tional chairman- "You rmi&t Under- 
stand one thing I do not want to 
campaign for a losing ticket" 


Farley said he replied "Boss, as j 


the partv's leader you'll have to 
campaign for whatever ticket is se- 
lected"—a comment to which Roose- 
velt gave no answer 


Continuing his Collier's magazine 


series on whv he broke with the 
four-term president. Farley related 
that Roosevelt regarded Thomas 
E Dewe\ as the most likelv Repub- 
lican presidential prospect for 1940 
and said lie would "make a formid- 
able opponent" although "arrogant 
and ambitious ' Farley thought the
